requiſite barely to know, but in a good Hiſtorian very perfectly to 
w.derſtand their Diſtinctions of Blood, as well as Honour, from

Tho! IT believe there are may who avprehend themſelves to be 
reaſonably well vers'd in Hiftory, are deficient in this Pint; yet | 
there are more, who either have read but little, or not at all, to 
whom, in a collateral Senſe o Uſeſuineſs, it cannot but be more 
than commonly ſerviceable in the reading of Hiſtory, as well as 
common Converſation 5, and to ſuch indeed I think it more parti- 
crlarly adapted, and ſo neceſſary, as not to be omitted to be 
read with the Hiſtory of their own Country.

Upon the 
Death of King William Rufus, taking the Advantage 
of the Abſence of his Eldeſt Brother Robert, then re- 
turning from the Holy Land, he ſuddenly ſeiz'd on his 
.Z Treaſure, then the Throne, and was Crown'd the

the Nobility free Leave to Hunt, and to encloſe Park 
for Deer, banifh'd Flatterers from his Court, regu- 
lated the Extravagancy of Apparel, and Luxury in 
Diet, ordain'd Puniſhment by Death for Thieves and 
Robbers, and, Loſs of Sight to thoſe that Counters | 
feited the Coin: And is alſo fail to have held the 
Firſt Parliament, which he ord ain'd ſhou'd contift of 7 
Three EtGtates, ot which himſelf was the Head. He 1 
likewiſe oblig'd the Clergy by many Good and Religi- 
ous Acts, and had that Security in the Hearts of the 
People, that at his Brother Kobert's Return the Firm- 
neſs with which they ſtocd by him diſcourag'd Robert 
in his Attempt to recover his Right; the Sequel of 
the Story between them has already been mention'd 
in the laſt Diſcourſe of Duke Robert: After whoſe 7 
Death he Reign'd with great Peace, Prudence and 
Glory, and died of a Surfeit taken by Eating cf Lam- 
preys, at St. Denis, in the Foreit of Lions, after Se- 
ven Days Sickneſs, upon the Second of December, 
Anno 1135, and in the Sixty fifth Year of his Age; 
Having Reign'd Thirty-five Ycars and Four Months, 
and been Duke of Normandy Twenty nine Years and 
upwards ; in whom ended the Heir Male of the Nor- 
man Line; his Daughter and Heir Maud, the Em- 
preſe, tranſmitting the Crown to the Family of Plan- 
tagenet, as will be ſhe wn hereafter. This

own Quarrel, (under the Management of Robert, Earl 
of Gloceſter, her half Brother, and Milo, Earl of Here- 
ford,) with various Succeſs, making King Stephen her 
Priſoner at the Battle of Lincoln: But by her haughty 
neglective Carriage after this Victory loſt the Hearts 
of her Party, that King Stephen came to be ſet at 
Liberty, and the in the End forc'd to quit the Proſe- 
cution of the War, which her Son Henry, Duke of 
Normandy, was by this Time grown up to continue, 
who arriving in England with freſh Supplies, and 
facing King Stephen in the Field, a Compoſition en- 
ſu'd, whereby King Stephen was to hold the Crown 
daring Life, and Henry to be Proclaim'd his Heir ; 
which was perform'd, and had its real Effect, the 
Empreſs Living to ſee her Son Crown'd King of Eng- 
land, After which no farther Mention is made of 
her, though ſhe liv'd to the Thirteenth Year of his 
Reign, and then Died at Roan, Anno 1167, at the Age 
of Sixty-four, and was buried at the Abbey of Bec in 
Normandy, | 

By her Firſt Husband the Emperor we have ſaid 
ſhe had no Iſſue; by the Sccond Geofrey, Earl of Anjou, 
ſhe had theſe following. | 


HENRY, call'd Fitz-Empreſs.Son and Heir, ſucceed- 
ed King Stephen, by the Title of Henry II. of whom 
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CkorRk x. ftird Earl of Marel, Second Son of Maud 
the Echpreſs, and Geofrey Plantagenet, to whom his 


cher left the Earldom of Anjou when 2 his 


Ideſt Brother ſhou'd come to be King of England ; 
g which Purpoſe he made his Lords ſwear not to 
uffer his Body to be Buried till his Son Henry had 
taken an Oath to perform it; which in Compliance 
ts his Father's Humour he did take; but as it ſeem'd 
for Form Sake, fo he ſoon after broke it ; for ſending 
to Pope Adrian for a Diſpenſation, he enter d Anjou, 
and took from him not only the Earldom, hut o- 
ther Cities alſo, which his Father had abſolutely 
given him for his Maintenance. Yet out of Affection 
to his Brother he afterwards agrees to pay him Year- 
I loco J. Engliſh, and 2000 Livres Anjon; which 
this Geofre 10 reſented, that it broke his Heart. 
He receiv'd the Honour of Knighthood from Theobald, 
Earl of Blois, was Earl of Nants in Britany, and Died 
Anno 1175. 


WILLIAM, the Third Son of Maud the Empreſs, and 
arl Geofrey is by ſome Authorscall'd Earl of Poitou, and 
ut frequently no other than Villiam, Brot her of King 
wh.

HIS Henry was, as I have obſerv'd, the eldeſt 

1 Son of King John, and Queen Label, & c. born 
at Wincheſter, in the Eighth Year of his Father's Reign, 
Anno 1206, and at about Nine Years of Age, Crown'd 
at Gloceſter, and the Adminiſtration of the Govern- 
ment, with the Tuition of his Perſon, given to 
William Marſhal, the Valiant Earl of Pembroke ; who 
ope*s Legate, and the Biſhops of 
Wincheſter, Bath, and Worceſter, uſed all Means for the 
*Return of the Barons to their Lawful and Natural 
Prince; from Prince Lewis of France, who ſtill held 
London, and the Parts Adjacent ; which by the taking 
*the Caſtle of Linceln, and defeating the French, was 
ſoon after accompliſh'd, and an Amicable Agrecment 
concluded between King Henry and Prince Lewis. 
After which, in 1219, he is again Crown'd King: 
But &er long freſh Troubles broke out between the 
King and his Barons; who taking Advantage of the 
Viſagreement betwixt him and his Brother Richard, 
Earl of Cornwall, they gain'd the latter to their Party; 
but theſe Troubles the King conſeats to pacitie, by 
granting ſome of the moſt reaſonable of their De- 
mands. On the Death of Lewis, King of France, he

Diadem; which Charies, the Emperor, ſuſpecting, con-

During that Parliament, call'd The Good, held at 
| London, Anno 1376. Prince Edward his Father decea- 
ſing, he was therein created Earl of Cheſter, and not 
WW long after ſucceeded him in the Dukedom of Corn- 
val, and Principality of Wales. 
The Year following, 43:0 1377. upon the Feaft 
| of St. George, he had the Order of Knighthood con- 
ferrd on him, at Windſor, by K. Edward III. his 
- Grand-father ; who alſo to prevent Diſorder in the 
- ducceſſion, which was then apprehended, ſettled the 
e Cown in Parliament upon this Richard, who not 
bg after became poſſeſs'd thercof, at the Age of 
tlexen Years ; and on the ſixtcenth of 7h the ſame 
Yer, viz. 1377. was ſolemnly and magnificently 
cnown'd at Weſtminſter, and the preſent Management 
of Affairs put into the Hands of n, Duke of Lan- 
aſter, and Edmond, Earl of Cambridge, his Unkles, and 
ſome others; and the Tuition and Care of the King's 
Pcrfon to Guiſcard d Angle, or Engoleſme. 

Thoſe Princes that had any Quarrel with England, 
thought this Minority of the Crown the fitteſt Op- 
portunity to accompliſh their Ends; and was 2 
ly begun by France and Scotland, the firſt burning ſe- 
reral Places on the Coaſt, and the latter making Ha- 
rock on the Borders, which was return'd on our 
_- and with various Succeſs continu d for ſome 

me, 

The dangerous Rebellion under Wat Tyler and Fack 
raw, ſucceeded this; wherein the Queen Mother 
was inſulted, the Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, Lord 
Chancellor, and Lord Treaſurer, and many others 
beheaded. | 
Thus was the beginning of this unhappy King's 
Reign full of Troubles ; but having now a little 
Reſpite from his Enemies, he thought of Marriage, 
ind Anno 1382. took to Wife the Lady Anne, Daugh- 
tr-of the Emperor, Charles V. and Siſter to Wence- 
ſus, Emperor, and King of Pohemia, who was with 
eat Pomp and Ceremony crown'd ſoon after at 
Weſtminſter ; and having been his Wite twelve Years, 
wt ever iſſueleſs, dy'd at the King's Manor of Sheen, 
| in 
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in Surry, Anno 1394. Whole Loſs extreamly afflicted 
the King, who was ſo paſſionately fond of her, that 
he not only ever after abandon'd, but curs d che very 
Place of her Death. 

Her Corps being embalm'd, were ſolemnly in- 
terr'd at Weſtminſter, where her Effigies is now to be 
{cen of Copper gilt, lying Hand in Hand with King 
Richard II. her Husband, on that Tomb erected for 
hun by King Henry V. 

His Troubles with the French and Scots were now 
again revivd ; and the little Succeſs of his Arms, to- 
gether with lis promoting undeſerving Perſons to 
great Honours and Places, began to raiſe a great 
Diſeſteem among the People; and amongſt the No- 
bility, the Duke of Glouceſter his Unkle, and tho 
who were really his belt Friends, join'd their Endes. 
vours to draw him from theſe Errors, but in vain, 
till it was produc'd by Force. 

Great Numbers of i/þ reſorting at this Time into 
England, were commanded to return, whither the 
King himielf, not long after, (Anno 1393.) took 
a Voyage, and at Dublin ſummon'd a Parliament; 
but the Lollards encreaſing in England, the Clergy pe- 
tition d his Return; and theſe Matters being paci- 
fy'd, he fail'd into France, where at that famous li- 
terview between him and Charles VI. King of France, 
Anno 1396. betwixt Ardres and Gayen, King Richard 
eſpous'd the Lady {ſabel, eldeſt Daughter of the 1aid 


Charles King of France, whom, in the Preſence of 


many of the Nobility of both Kingdoms, he receive 
from the Hands of her Father, as a Pledge of that 
Peace and Amity concluded between the two King:

This Princeſs Iſabel was not above ſeven or eight 
Years of Age, wherefore her Perſon was committed 
to the Care of the Dutcheſſes of Lancaſter and Glouce:

o- ers offer d to live and dic with him, yet he diſmiſs'd 
le tis Family, bidding them reſerve themſelves for bet- 
1 ter Times; and the next Night, with the Biſhop of 
n, Carliſle, and a few of the Nobility, ttole ſrom the Ar- 
my to Conway-Cajtle; where the Arch-biſhop of Canter- 
to %, and the Earl of Northumberland, coming to him 
the WH from Bolingbroke, the King propos'd, That if be and 
ok gt more he (hou'd name might have an honcura— 
it; bie Allowance, with the Aſſurance of a peaceable and 
pe- quiet Life, he wou d reſign his Crown; which Nor- 
- bbanberland ſwearing ſhou'd be perform'd, the King 
came to London, and was lodged in the Tower. 
Bolingbroke calling a Parliament, he was thereon 
adjudg d to be depos'd ; which the King hearing, was 
advis'd rather to make a voluntary Reſignation of the 
Crown, which he ſolemnly did, in the Prefer:ce of 
ſeveral of the Nobility and others, ſent to him for 
that Purpoſe, CAzno 1399.) and taking bis Signet 
from his Finger, put it upon Bo/ingbrote's, deſiring he 
might be his Heir : Which Reſignation was unme- 
lately ratify'd in Parliament, and the depos'd King 
remov'd to Lreds-Caftle, in Kent, and thence to Pon— 
teſract; (to the End, that by often changing his Re- 
Iidence, he might be the more ſecretly difpatch'd, or 
the more uncertainly found) where, tis ſaid, be was 
lery'd with cofily Mcats, but not ſufier d to cat, and 
dyd of forc'd Famine : others, that of a voluntary 
farving of himſelf : Fut one Author, with more 
Certainty, aſſures us he was baiely murder'd. For 
king Henry, after he had defcated the Contpirators 
| | that 
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that deſign d his Death, and the Reſtoration of King 
Richard, ſitting at his Table, ſeem'd very penſive, 
and made Uſe of theſe Words, Have I u fait 
Friend that will deliver me of him, whoſe Life will breed 
Deſtruction to me, and Diſturbance to the Kingdom ? 

Upon which Speech, one Sir Pierce, of Exton, im- 
mediately departed the Preſence, and with eight Men 
in his Company went ſtrait to Pemſret; who being 
all arm'd, enter'd the Room where King Richard was 
at Dinner, who apprehending their Deſign, advanc' 
to the foremolt, and wreſting the Bill out of tis 
Hands, flew four of his Aſſailants; but, at length, 
being forc'd toward his Chair, upon which Sir Fierc, 
their Leader, ſtood, he with bis Axe {truck out his 
Brains ; which happen'd, according to this Author, 
on St. Valentine s Day, Anno 1399. 1 Henry IV. af 
ter he had reignd Twenty-two Years and upwards, 
Who never having any Iſſue, ſhortens our Account 
of him in this Work. 


Being thus moſt treacherouſly and baſely murder, 


his Body was embalm'd, and cover'd with Lead; 
and being brought to St. Paul's, London, was there 
expos'd for three Days to publick View, and aficr- 
wards obſcurely bury'd at Langley, in Hertfordſhire 
but by the Appointment of King Henry V. remov'd 
from thence, and ſolemnly interr'd in W:fa:infter- 
Abbey, himſelf, and the groſs of the Nobility, at. 
tending the Exequies, He alſo erected for him, and 
his firſt Queen Anne, a magnificent Tomb of grey 
Marble, on the South-ſide of the Chappel of the

Whilſt Earl of Derby, he ſignaliz'd himſelf in an 
Expedition he made into Pruſſia, where joining his 
Forces, with thoſe of the grand Maſter of Pruſſia and 
i Eieland, he routed the Army of Skirgal, King of 
ſ Lithuania; and afterwards cooping up the ſaid King, 
in the City of Wills, he aſſaulted the Place, and ſet up 
Ms Standard on the Wall, and took it, and after- 


wards return'd Home with great Glory and Repu- 
tation. |

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In 22 Rich, A. he was created Duke of Hereford . 
and not long after, being accus'd by Thomas Mom- 
bray, Duke of Norfolk, of High Treaſon ; he chal. 
leng'd the ſaid Duke to ſingle Combat, and both 


appcar'd at the Time and Place appointed, but were 


ſuddenly ſtopp'd: Norfolk bamth'd for Life, and 
this Duke for ten Years. 

How ke attain'd the Crown, the Reader has heard 
already, under the Chapter of Richard II, his Prede- 
ceſſor; ſoon after which, his Coronation enſu'd, be. 
ing very Magnificent, and the Crown, by Patli- 
ment, entajl'd on him, and the Heirs of his Body, 
lawfully begotten. | 

The fame Year, in another Parliament held at 
Weſtminſter, ſeveral Acts, made in the Reign of Ki. 
chard II, were repeal'd, the Earl of Warnick was fe- 
leas'd out of Priſon, the Lord Arundel reſtor'd to lis 
Honour and Eſtate ; and ſeveral, who had been ba- 
niih'd by Richard, recall d. Accuſations were likewiſe 
exhibited in Parliament, againſt many great Men, for 
contpiring againſt the new King, who prudently 
wav'd them all, as not yet knowing how to trutt 
the Temper of the People. 

And to moderate the hard Opinions of forcign 
Princes, as well as his Subjects at home, concerning 
the Depoſition of King Richard, Ambaſſadors were 
ſent to molt Places; molt of which, not much con- 
cern d in the Matter, were eaſily ſatisfy'd; but 
France, who had lately marry'd a Daughter to King 
Richard, prepar'd an Army, but before they had 
enter d on Action, hearing of King Richard's Death, 
their Forces were disbanded. 

Thus he became ſafe Abroad; but King Richard 
being yet unmurther'd, and many of the Nobility 
having it in their Hearts to reſtore him, a great Con- 
{piracy was form'd againſt him; which was, to in- 
vite him to a Tournament at Ord, and there pro- 
cure his Death, which being happily, and by acct- 
dent, diſcover' d to King Henry, he forbore coming; 
and the confederate Lords perceiving their Plot was 
diſcover d, ict up one to perſonate King Richard, 


and had recourſe to Arms, but were defeated at G- 


renciſter, {everal of them Executed, and the King 
freed from the Fears of them, Ihe 


the Royal Family. 


The next Year he was again diſturbu, by the Re- 
bellion of Owen Glendour, and the In-roads of the 
Sts; but the latter was diſſipated, by giving the 
Battle Of Hallydown-Hill; and Glendour {olliciting 
Aid from the French was diſappointed, and his Re- 
bellion came to little. 


King HENRY, having been now a Widower 
nine Years, took to his ſecond Wife, Joan of Navarre, 
Daughter of Charles II. King of Navarre, and Count 
of Eureux, Sirnam'd the Bad; Relict of John, Earl 
of Montfort, the valiant Duke of Britain, whom he 
epous'd at Mincheſter, in the Year 1403, and caus'd 
her to be Crown d at Weſ/tminſter toon after. She out- 
lud the King her Husband many Years, and dy'd 
without Iſſue by him, at Havering, in the Bower, in 
Eſex, Anno 1437, 15 Hen. 6. and was Interr'd at 
Canterbury, where her Ethgies is ſtill to be ſcen, lying 
on the right Hand of King Henry LV. her Husband, 
upon his Monument there, 

The fame Year of King Henry's laſt Marriage, be- 
gan that memorable Rebellion of Hotſpur, and Owen 
Glendour, happily overcome at the Battle of Shrewſ- 
by ; after which, except ſome trifling Expeditions 
by the French and Scers, King Henry Reign'd in 
Peace ; but Hiſtortans tell us, he wanted that of 
Mind; reflecting on the Effuſion of Blood, he had 
occaſion'd, by his unjuſt ſeizing the Crown; to ex- 
pate which, he refolv'd upon a Cruſado to Feruſa- 
lm, and mighty Preparations were inade for it, there 
intending to end his Days, having been told by a 
Soothſayer, That in Jeruſalem he ſhould die; which in 
ſome Meaſure, it feems, was verify'd ; for being at 
his Prayers in Weft-inſter-Abbey, before the Shrine of 
dt. Edward, he was ſcizd with an Apoplexy, in 
which Fit, being remov'd to the Abbot's Houſe, and 
there coming to himſelf, he haſtily ask d where he 
was? and being anſwer'd, that the Place he was in, 
was call'd the Feruſalem Chamber; he immediately 
laid, Lord, have Mercy upon me, for here I muſt die; 
as indeed it fell out, on the Twentieth of March, 
1412, in the Fourtcenth Year of his Reign. ; 
Having 
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Having cofamanded, all the time of his Sickneſs 
that the Crown ſhould lie by him, Prince Henry 
ſuppoſing him Dead, took it away ; which the King, 
recovering, ask d for, and had it reſtor'd by his Son, 
wiſhing him a long Life to wear it, whereto he is 
ſaid to anſwer, ſighing, What Right I had 10 it, God 
knows / the Prince replying, Whatever Right you had, 
after your Deceaſe, my Sword ſhall maintain it mine: 
Well, faid the King, I refer all to God; but on my Bleſ- 
ſing, be ſure to Adminiſter impartially, and uſe Mercy ; 
and turning about, added, God bleſs thee, and have 
Mercy upon me, and ſo departed. 

His Body, with the higheſt Funeral Pomp, was 
convey d to Feverſbam, by Water, and thence by 

Land, to Canterbury, where it was ſolemnly Interr d, 
and his Obſequies perform'd on Trinity-Sunday, in 
the Preſence of King Henry V. and many of his No- 
bles.

He had two Wives, the firſt of which was 
Anne, Daughter of Fokn, Duke of Burgundy, 
Whom he marry'd An 1423; ſhe was his Wite 
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nine Years, and then dy d in Child-bed at Paris; her 
Infant not long ſurviving her, and was Interr'd in 
the Church of Celeſtines in that City, near the Cha- 
pel of Orleans, where her Monument of black Mar- 
ble, with her Protraiture thereon, is ſtill to be ſeen, 

His ſecond Wife was Faquetta, Daughter of Peter, 
of Luxemburgh, Earl of St. Paul, whom he eſpous d, 
in the ſeventcenth Year of her Age, but had no Iſſue 
by her; after whoſe Death, ſhe was re-marry'd to 
Sir Richard Woodwile, after Earl Rivers, for which the 
id Sir Rickard had a Pardon from King Henry VI, 
Anno 15, Henry VI. 


HUMPHREY of LANCASTER, fourth. 
and younvzeſt Son of King Henry IV, and Mary de 
Bohun, his firſt Wife; was in Parliament, 2 King 
Henry V, bis Brother, created Earl of Pembroke, 
and Duke of Glouceſter. The Reverſion of which 
Earldom of Fembrote, in caſe this Duke ſhould did 
without Heirs of his Body, was granted to Ii iam de 
la Pole, Earl of S, and Alice his Wite, and to tic 
Hers Male of their Bodies; which after the Death ot 
1 Humphrey, they came to enjoy accord- 
ingly. 

by the 4th of Henry V, he had the Office of Con- 
ſtable of Dover-Caſtle, and Warden of the Cinque- 
Ports, granted him for Term of Life; and in the 
firſt of Henry VI, bis Nephew was, by Parliament, 
made Protector of the King and Realm during the 
King's Minority, which laſted fiftcen Years ; and 
the fame Year, Anno 1422, was conſtituted Cham- 
berlain of England during Pleaſure ; appointed after 
Steward of England, for that King's Coronation, ix. 
8 Henry VI, and in the fourteenth of that Reign, 
was created Earl of Flanders for Lite. 

This Humphrey was, for his many rare and excel- 
lent Qualities, entiitl'd, The Good ; and for lis Juſtice, 
Father of his Conntry; but after he had govern'd the 
Kingdom under King Henry VI, his Nephew, 
twenty-five Years, with the higheſt Commendation 
of Praiſe, and to the Satisfaction of all Men; be 
was by the Envy of Margaret, of Anjou, bis Ne 
Fhew's Queen, brought to his End at St. Edmond“

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Bury in Suffolk, where, in a Parliament held Anno 
1445, he was arreſted for High Treaſon; and certain 
of zhe King's Houſhold being appointed to guard 
him, he was, not many Days after his Scizure, 
ſtrangled to Death, without Tryal : At what Time 
luis Body was ſhewn to the Lords and Commons, as 
if he had been taken of by the Pally, or an Impoſt- 
hume. 

Whatever Apology was made for his Death, it 
was ſoon after puniſh'd from Heaven on thoſe who 
had praciis'd it; for the Support of the Lancaſtrian 
Cauſe being gone, it made Way for tic Deſigns of 
Richard, Duke of York, and the dethroning King 
Henry VI. 

The Body of this good Duke, being dead, was con- 
vey d from St. Edmond Bum, and tolemnly interr'd 
in the Abbey of St. Albans, (tho' the common Error 
is, that he was bitry dat St. Paul's, London, the Tomb 
of Sir ohn Beauctamp being miſtaken for his) where 
he has a magnificent Monument of Free- Hone, adorn'd 
with the Figurcs of his Royal Anceſtors, with his 
Arms, Cc. 

He was the Builder of the Divinity-School at Or- 
ford, as alto his Manor-Houſe, at Eat Greenwich, in 
Kent ; and was a gencrous Benefactor to the Abbey 
of St. A bang. 

This Duke Hunplrey marry'd two Wives, the firſt 
of which was Facquzelin, or Facoba, Daughter and. 
Heir to Willi-zz, Duke of Bavaria, who had, it ſcems, 
been betroth'd before to John, Duke of Brabant, and 
by much ado was divorc'd from Duke Humphrey; 
and by him left at her Town of Aout, in Henault, to 
return to her firit Husband Brabant, that Marriage 
having been pronounc'd lawful by Pope Martin V. 
Upon which Marriage, G/cxce//cr us d theſe Titles :

HIS Henry, the only Child of King Henry V, 
by Katherine of Valois, youngeſt Daughter of 
Charles VI, King of France, was born at Windſor, 
from whence he had his Surname, Anno 1421, 1n the 
ninth Year of his Father's Reign. 

He was proclaim'd King under nine Months of 
Age; the Duke of Exeter, and Biſhop of Wincheſter, 
his great Uncles, appointed his Guardians. The 
Duke of Bedford was appointed Regent of France, 
having two valiant Aſſiſtants, Thomas Montag ue, 
Earl of Salisbury, and Fohn, Lord Talbot, after Earl 
of Shrewsbry. At five Years of Age he was Knighted 
by his Uncle, the Duke of Bedford, Regent of France ; 
and before he arriv'd to his eighth Year, he was ſo- 
lemnly Crown'd at Weſtminſter, on the ſixth Day of 


November, Anno 1429; and on the ſeventeenth” of 
November, two Years after, being ſent for by the 
Duke Regent, he was Crown'd King of France, at

from whence, with his Legs ty'd under the Horle's 
Belly, de was met by the Way, and by the Earl of 
Warwick (though now {ſecretly become his Friend) 
committed to the Tower. 

Here the Tide of Fortune turn'd a little , for War- 
niet, who had engag d the Duke of Clarence, King 
Edwards Brother, in bis Intereſt, rais'd Forces, and, 
Anno 1468, routed thoſe of King Edward, at Hedge- 
cote, But Sir Robert Wells, who commanded for them 
in Lincolnſhire, being defeated at Samford, Warwick, 
and Clarence, flew over to France, where receiving 
Aid, they landed again at Dartmouth, and march'd. 
Nor:chward ; whom King Edward purſu'd, but find- 
ing the People generally inclin d to them, forſook 
his Army, and with his Brother Glouceſter, came to 
Lynn, and from thence ſail'd into Flanders ; and left 
Warwick and Clarence at Liberty, to reſtore King Henry, 
after he had been a Priſoner in the Toner nine 
Years. 

Soon after which, a Parliament was call'd, wherein 
King Edward was declar'd an Ulurper, and the Duke 
of Glouceſter a Traitor, and both their Eſtates were 
confiſcated to the King. But again Fortune chang'd 
Hands; for King Edmard, being furniſſtd with 
Ships, Men, and Money, lands toon after in Tork- 
ſhire; from whence, coming to Yori, and finding 
but cold Entertainment, he thought fit to change 
his Pretence, and there took his Oath, that he came 
only xo recover his Inheritance, meaning, perhaps, 
the Crown, with a Salvo to fave him from Perjury; 
and in every Place he came, proclaiming King Henry; 
by which means, and the return of his Brother Ca- 
rence, to his Party, he came to London, and was joy- 


fully recciv'd by the Citizens, who deliver'd King 


Henry 1nto his Hands. 

Upon this News, Warzick advancing to Barnet, 
was there met by King Edward, (who had King 
Henry with him as a Pi1foner) and was defeated, and 
himlelf lain; by which King Eduard was again 
fully reſtor d to the Crown. 

Qucen Mas garet being kept back, by contrary 
Winds, came too late; and landing at Womens. 
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with her Son, Prince Edward, endeavour'd to get 
into Wales, to Faſper, Ear! of Pembroke ; but being 
croſs d by King Edward at Tewksbury, was there de- 
feated, ſent Priſoner to London, and her Son, Prince 
Edward (ain, by the Duke of Glouceſter. The Queen 
was afterwards ranſam'd by the French King for 
five Thouſand Crowns. | 

And now, to make ſnare Work, and that King 
Henry might give them no more Trouble; the Duke 
of Glonceſter coming to the Tower, and finding that 
unhappy Prince at his Devotion, -unconcern'd at theſe 
Diftractions, drawing his Dagger, ſtabb'd him to 
the Heart ; the Parhament, at that time, having 
declard him an Uſurper, and King Edrard lawful 
King, when, not half a Year before, another Parlia- 
ment had declar'd juſt the quite contrary. 

King Henry's Corps, the Day after his Death, was 
brought to St. Paul's, in an open Coffin, barefac'd ; 
and from thence to Cherſey- Abbey, without Prieſt or 
Clerk, where 1t was Intcrr'd ; but afterwards, by 
the Appointment of King Edward IV, his Body was 
remov'd to Windſor-Caſtle, and there Interr'd in K. 
George's Chapel, under a fair Monument, of which 
there is, at preſent, no Remains. This King was 
the Founder of King's-Colledge, in Cambridge, and of 
Eaton, near Windſor, namd, Our Lady; to the 
Maintenance of which, he gave three Thouſand four 
hundred Pounds a Year.. In his Reign alſo, his 
Queen, Margaret, began the Foundation of Oxeen's- 
Colledge, in Cambridge. 

What remains now, is to ſpeak of the Marriage 
and Iſſue of this King, Henry VI. A Match was 
firſt propos'd for him, with the Earl of Armigniacts 
Daughter, with whom her Father offer'd the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of all ſuch Towns and Caſtles as were by 
him kept in Aguitane, and formerly belonging to the 
Kings of England, with a large Sum of Money: 
Which to prevent, the French King ſent the Dauphin 
with a great Army, who not only took the fad Earl 
and his Son Priſoners, but likewiſe his two Daugtr 
ters, ſo that this Match became void.

At twelve Years of Age, aftcr 
the Death of his Brother Prince Arthur, he vas crea- 
ted Prince of Wales, and Earl of C efer, in Parlia- 
ment; and finally, in the 19th of Henry the 7th, 
having had ſuch Education in his Youth, as that he 
was accounted the moſt learned Prince in Chriſten- 
dom, he was at the Age of eightecn, upon his Fa- 
ther's Death, Anno 1509, proclaim'd King, as being 
his only Son then living, and conſequently ſole 
— to the Crown by both Houſes of York and Lan- 
caſter. | | 
As to the Particulars of his Reign, there is not 
room in this Place to mention them. In his Wars 
of France, he was, for the moſt Part, ſucceſsful, and 
likewiſe againſt the Scots, *Tis certain he was an

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undaunted Prince, by. the bold Stand he made a- 
cainft the Pope, as well as other Actions of his 
Reign, yyhich was glorious enough, and would have 
been more, had he not made that Invaſion on the 
Church, by the Suppreſſion of religious Houſes. 

Being aware of the Approaches of Death, he was 
xot without a Senſe of this himſelf, and caus'd the 
Church of the Grey Fryers, London, then lately ſup- 
preſs d, to be reſtor d with all its Rights; and, no 
doubt, would have done more had he had more 
Time ; but baving languiſh'd under a Fever and ul- 
cerated Leg, he dy d at his Palace of Weſtminſter, the 
twenty eighth of Januar) Anno 1546, expreſſing a ve- 
ry ſincere Repentance for his Sins, having reign'd. 
near thirty eight Years, and was ſolemnly and mag- 
mficently interr'd in the Chappel at Windſor, near 
the Body of Jane Seymcur lis third Wife.

Merton, and his Mother thruſt by them into Priſon 
notwithſtanding the had condeſcended to marry tb 
Earl of Bothwel, (the late King her Husband's Mu 
derer) he was ſcarce thirteen Months old, when h 
was Proclaim'd and Crown'd King by the Faction 
Lords, and, Z4rr1y himſelf made Regent, who, : 
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ter the Queen's Eſcape out of Priſon, having forc'd 
her to relinquiſh the Kingdom, met with a violent 
Death at Leathgom in Scotland; upon which, Matthew 
Earl of Lenox, Grand-father to the young King, was 
firſt Governor, and then Regent of the Kingdom. 
The factious Nobility of Scotland growing potent, he 
was forc'd to deſire Aid of Qucen Elizabeth ; which 
being granted, the Ciltle of Edinburgh (then in the 
Hands of the Rebels) was recover'd ; but being after- 
wards ſet on unawares, he was forc'd to ſurrender 
himſelf to Dævid Spenſe of Mormſter, whoſe Care to 
defend him, was the Cauſe that he, together with 
the Regent, was ſlain by Bell and Chandler, after ha- 
ving, with great Prudence and Induſtry, govern'd 
the Kinglom about fourteen Months ; in whoſe 
room the Earl of Mar being choſen Regent, govern'd 
thirteen Months, and dy'd of Grief for the Trouble 
he ſuſtain'd in the Place. Upon which, the Regency 
lay vacant till Fames Dovglas Earl of Morton was 
made Regent by Queen Elizabeth's Procurement, and, 
with much Difficulty, preſerv'd himſelf from the De- 
ſigns of the French for depriving him of the Regency, 
40, and getting the young King into France; but grow- 
ing covetous, and thereby incurring a general Ha- 

tred, with the joint Conſent of the Nobility, the 
King, tho but twelve Years old, took upon himſelf 
the Adminiſtration of Affairs, Anno 1579. King 
James (by the Recommendation of Queen Elizabeth ) 
marry d Anne, the Daughter of Frederick II, King of 
Denmark and Norway, in the 16th Year of her Age, 
with whom he liv'd very happily, and in good Cor- 
teſpondence with Queen Elizabeth, as the only Way

HIS Charles, the third Son by Birth of King 
ames I before- mention d, was born at Dun; 
ferling in Scotland, the nineteenth Day of November, 
Anno 160c. In the ſecond Year of his Age, whill 
he abode in Scotland, he was created Duke of Alban, 
Marquis of Ormond, Earl of Roſs, and Lord Ardmu- 
noch; and Anno 1604, in Preſence of the Lords of 
the Privy-Council of this Realm, he was created 
Duke of York ; at whoſe Creation, the King made 
twenty-five Knights of the Bath. In the Year 16c6, 
he was committed to the Tuition of one T homa 
Murray, a Scotch-man ; in 1661, made Knight ofthe 
Garter : Upon the Death of his elder Brother, Prince 
Henry, he was made Duke of Cornwal ; and Ann 
I616, created Prince of Wales, and Earl of Cheſter and 
Flint. He ſucceeded his Father at twenty-five Years 
of Age, and was moſt cruelly and unnaturally mar- 
tyr d by his own Subjects, Anno 1648, and his Bo- 
dy bury d in St. George's Chapel at Windſor, 
Anno 1625, (the Year of his Father's Death) be 
being about the Age of twenty-five, conſummated 
the Marriage before concluded for him, with the 
beautiful and virtuous Princeſs Henrietta Maria, 
youngeſt Daughter of Henry IV, ſurnam'd the Great, 
King of France, and Siſter to Lewis XIII. And ba 
ving 
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ving been ſolemnly eſpous d to her in Fance, her 
Majeſty prepar'd tor England, and ſoon after arriv'd 
at Digger. She was met there by the King, and con- 
ducted to Canterbury, where the Royal Nuptials were 
accompliſh'd ; and from thence proceeded directly to 
London. By which vertuous and illuſtrious Princeſs, 
he had the following Iſſue.

Charles J, born at Oatlands ii Surrey, on the eighth 
Day of Fuly, 1645, About the eighth Year of his 
Age, he was, by the difloyal Party of the Long- 
Parliament, committed tc the Culiody of the Earl of 
Northumberland, at St. Fames's ; together with his 
Brother the Duke of York, and the Princeſs Elizs- 
beth, his Siſter; whence the Duke of Vr making 
his Eſcape, after the Murder of his Father, he and 
his Siſter were ſent to Penſhurſt in Kent, under the 
Guardianſhip of the Countels of Leiceſter, Siſter to 
the ſaid Earl, and were there treated with great Re- 
ſpect, But that Happineſs they enjoy'd not long, 
being hurry'd thence to the J% of Wight, where his 
viſter, the Lady Elizabeth, dying of Grief, and his 
Entertainment being thought too great an Expence 
to the diſloyal Party, they reſolv'd to ſet him at Li- 
berty ; and Anno 1652, ſent him, with two Servants, 
to Dunkirk, promiſing to allow him a tmall Exlibi- 
tion for his Maintenance, provided he would not 
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come near his Brother, or any other of his Relations. 
But being got on that ſide the Water, he was receiv d 
according to his Birth, and from Bruſſels wentato the 
Princeſs of Orange his Siſter, at Breda, who receiv d 
him with great Joy ; nor was he leſs welcome at 
Paris, to the King his Brother, his Mother the Queen, 
and his other Royal Relations. In the eleventh Year 
of King Charles II, his Brother, during his Exile, 
Anno 1659, he was advanc'd to the Dignities of 
Duke of Glouceſter, and Earl of Cambridge; and tho 
he liv'd not to be inſtall'd, yet he was elected into the 
molt noble Order of the Garter. Having been thus par- 
taker with his Royal Brother, in his greateſt Afflictions, 
he had the Happineſs at length, to ſee him peaceably 
reſtor d to his Throne; accompanying him into Eng- 
land, and landing at Dover the twenty-fifth of May, 
1660 ; but dy'd at Whitehall the thirteenth of Septem- 
ber following, unmarry d, at the Age of twenty- 
two Years, two Months, and ſome Days, generally 
lamented by all good Men, being a Prince excellent- 
ly accomphih'd, and gave great Promiſe, had he 
liv'd, of being a (ſhining Ornament to this 1luſtr- 
ous Royal Line, 


MARY, of Great Britain, eldeſt Daughter of 
King Charles I, was born at St. James the fourth 
Day of November, 1631, and about the tenth Year 
of her Age, eſpous'd to William of Naſſau, the only 
Son of Frederici- Henry, Prince of Orange. 


Upon the twenty-ſecond Day of February, the 
ſame Year, ſhe embark'd at Dover, (being accom- 
pany'd thither by the King, her Father) from whence, 
with the Qucen her Mother, ſhe ſail'd into Holland, 
and was there receiv'd with much Honour, by her 
Father-in-Law, Henry-Frederick, who dying in the

King C#arles I, and of Queen Henrietta of 
France, his Wife, youngelt Daughter of Henry IV, 
King of France, ſurnam'd the Great, was, as I have 
oblerv d, born in the Year 1630, at the Palace of 
St. Fames's. | 
At eight Years of Age he receiv'd the Honour of 
Knighthood, and elected into the moſt noble Order of 
the Garter ; and ſoon aftcr, by Order, not Creation, 
was call'd Prince of Wales, and had the whole Pro- 
fits of that Principality, with other Landsannex'd to 
the Earldom of Che/fer, granted him, and held his 
Court ſeparate from the King's. : 
At twelve Years of Age he was with the King his 
Father at the Battel of Edge-Hill, and about ſeven- 
teen we find him at the Head of an Army 1n the 


Weſt ; whence from Cornwal he was tranſported to the 
R 3 Iſland 
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Wand of Scilly, thence to Jerſey, and after to the 
Queen his Mother in France. 


In the Year 1648, being then at Sea with fome 
Ships, he made an Attempt toreſcue his Father, then 
Pri ſoner in the Ile of Wight, On the Day of whoſe 
impious Martyrdom, the rebellious Part of the Par- 
liament paſs'd an AR for excluding him from the 
Crown. 

He was however ſaluted King in Holland, and pro- 
claim'd in Scotland, where he landed Anno 1650, ha- 
ving narrowly eſcaped the Rebels Fleet that lay in 
wait for him, and there crown d at Scone ; but find- 
mg no Fortune there, he march d into England, cloſe 
purſu'd by Crommel to Worceſter, and there defeated, 
and wander d in Diſguiſe about the Kingdom for 
ſix Weeks, till at length Providence provided a Ship 
for his Eſcape in a Creek, near Shurham in Suſſex, 
which convey d him ſafe to Havre de Grace in France, 
where he was for ſeveral Years receiv'd and treated 
as King of Great Britain, where he remain'd till the 
Ularper Cromwel's Iatereſt got him remov'd out of 
that Kingdom. 

He afterwards travelld in Germany, Spain, and 
Flanders, paſſing a melancholy Time in ſoliciting the 
Aid of Chriſtian Princes for his Reſtoration, which 


was all ineffectual, and only Heaven had a Hand in 


reſtoring him to theſe loſt, and almoſt ruin'd King- 
doms, which happen d in the Year 1660, from which 
Time we leave Hiſtory to finiſh his Reign. |

by a Fit of an Apoplexy, in his Palace at Whitehall, 
and his Body interr d in King Henry VIIth's Cha-

Nor was that the laſt Battel he fought againſt them. 
W hat elſe is memorable of bim, his Succeſſion to the 
Crown, and unfortunate miſguided Reign, we leave 
to Hiſtory. as not being properly the Buſineſs of this 
preſent Work, and ſhall only take Notice, that ha- 
ving abdicated his Kingdoms, he retir'd into France, 
and was kindly receiv'd by the preſent King Lewis 
XIV, who appointed the Palace of St. Germains for 
his Entertainment; where, after above twelve Years 
Exile, and many fruitleſs and unſucceſsful Attempts 
(as appears in Hiſtory) to recover his Kingdoms, be- 
ing much broken with Grief and Concern, on the 
fourth of September 1701 (Old Stile) he fell into a 
Lethargy, and was thought to be dead; but reco- 
vering a little, he lay doſing till the ſixteenth of the 


ſame Month, and then departed this Life in the ſixty 
cighth Year of his Age.
